The Cat's Eye. 


The pupil of a cat's eye ordinarily 


appears as a long, narrow oval, or a 
straight vertical black line. The an- 
imal seems to be looking through mere 
silts In the Iris of Its eye. especially 
when it faces the light. In semi-dark- 
ness the pupil widens into a beautiful 
oval. One is disposed to reRiiril the 
narrowness of the pupil as the distin- 
guishing peculiarity of the eyes of 
cats.
